17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


This house has a five-bay facade with a boarded-up central entry and hewn 
overhangs at the second floor and across the gable ends. The facade 

is sheltered by a one-story round-cornered Tuscan-columned porch which 
extends around to the left. A single framed-in second-floor porch bay 
is centered above the entry. Most windows are fitted with old 6-over-6 
sash; attic windows are fitted with old 8-over-12 sash. Walls are clad 
in narrow clapboards; later wood shingles cover the gable ends. The 
molded cornice shows a partial return at the front only. To the rear 

is a leanto and several old and later rear extensions. 


DESCRIP TION (Continued! 


This house is significant as a well-preserved example of an 18th-century 
central chimney, leanto house. An adaptation of traditional English 
building techniques to a harsh climate rich in stone, timber, and fire- 
wood, the central chimney house was the predominant domestic building type 
in 18th-century New England. Although some alterations have been made 
(e.g. the c. 1900 porch, the 20th-century wood shingles, and the 
boarded-up entry), the bulk of the fabric is old or original. Typical 
18th-century details include the symmetrical five-bay facade, the hewn 
overhangs, small-pane sash, and the rear leanto. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


Little could be discovered about the early history of this house.
